Water Survey 


An underwater bottom 
survey is now being conducted 
near Metcalfe Foods Ltd. by 
the firm of Young and Forbes, 
Diving and Mine Co. of Tor- 
onto to investigate the extent 
of work required for the new 
water intake for the town.

Two members of the Min- 
istry of the Environment were 
scheduled to speak to Town 
Council on Monday evening 
to discuss the water proposal 
for the Town of Deseronto. 

However, the two men were 
delayed and did not arrive in 
time for the regular meeting. 
Therefore, a special meeting 
of Council was called at 9:12 
p.m. to deal with the proposal. 

The Ministry has advised 
that the same overall capital 
cost total of $1,338,606 applies,| 
but that the service rate charge 
has been recalculated due to 
the fact that the system of 
frontages and connection char- 
ges no longer applies. They 
originally estimated this at 
82 - 4¢ per thousand gallons, 
but this has risen to 99¢ per 
1000 gallons. 75% of the 
capital cost is subsidized by 
the provincial government. 

The previous home charge 
was estimated at $115.68, but 
this has been changed to 
$110.30, and could possibly 
average as low as $90 per 
house. This means that it 
might be possible for the res- 
idents of Deseronto to have 
new sewer and water services 
for an average of $218. 60 
per year, or approximately 
$18.22 per month. 

In the first year, Council 
will need to raise $52, 767, 
up from $51,363, the increase 
of $1404.00 due to interest 
rates, and the fact that there 
is no fixed income on the fund.

1. The Province of Ontario appointed Dr. Omond Solandt, under the Public Inquiries Act, 
by Order-in-Council OC-836/73 dated the 21st day of March, 1973, “‘to inquire into the 
most appropriate route or routes for the transmission of power to the Toronto load centre 
from Ontario Hydro’s existing Lennox Generating Station and proposed stations at 
Wesleyville and Bowmanville’. 


2. Commissioner Solandt has requested Ontario Hydro to file a written (technical) re- 
port, pertaining to this matter and to present an oral summary of the report to interested 
parties at a public and press conference beginning at 10 a.m., on April 2, 1974, in the 
Royal Canadian Legion Hall, 99 Toronto Road, Port Hope, Ontario. 


3. Any interested party who wishes to present a brief should file a copy of such brief 
with the Secretary on or before April 26, 1974, indicating at the same time whether he 
wishes to speak at a subsequent public hearing and, if so, whether at Port Hope or at 
Belleville 


4. Any other interested party who wishes to make oral representations at the subse- 
quent public hearings, either personally or through a representative, should indicate his 
intent to do so in writing to the Secretary, on or before April 26, 1974. 

Such parties should specify in writing the area of their concern and indicate the nature 
of the testimony which they wish to give at the subsequent hearings, and whether at 
Port Hope or at Belleville 


5. Commissioner Solandt will hold a pre-hearing, beginning at 10 a.m., on April 29, 
1974, in the Royal Canadian Legion Hall, Port Hope. in order that the schedule and pro- 
cedures of the subsequent public hearings may be discussed with interested parties. 


6. Commissioner Solandt will hold public hearings, beginning at 9:00 a.m., in the Ro 
Canadian Legion Hall, Port Hope, on May 8, 9, 10, 22, 23, 24, 1974, (and on such addi- 
tional days as may be req say: and at the Four Seasons Hotel, 11 Bay Bridges Road, 
Belleville, on May 15, 16, 17, 29, 30, 31, 1974, (and on such additional days as may be 
required), in order that interested parties may have an opportunity to ask questions of 
Ontario Hydro and to present evidence 


7. To accommodate special circumstances, and unique local concerns, Commissioner 
Solandt will consider requests, by interested parties, to hold additional hearings in other 
parts of Ontario, either day or evening sessions. All such requests, however, should be 
filed with the Secretary on or before April 26, 1974. 


8. Copies of Ontario Hydro’s report and recommendations will be on view in area Muni 
pal offices, and the Solandt Commission office. Copies of all briefs filed will be on view 
at the Solandt Commission office, the Royal Canadian Legion Hall in Port Hope, and the 
Ontario Hydro Eastern Region Office, 420 Dundas Street East, Belleville. Individual

It's actually quite simple. 

All you do is accumulate fifteen 
dement points and lose your 
licence for thirty days. Do it again 
and lose your licence for six 
months. 

In this province, it definitely pays 
a driver to score a big fat zero. 
Ontario's dement point system is 
designed to convince the poor 
driver to drive properly. Drivers 
who do not improve are then 
taken from the road because 
they're a menace to pedestnans 
and to other drivers. 

But the system is not at all unjust. 
It's aimed at telling the dnver 
where he’s gone wrong and 
giving him plenty of time to cor- 
rect his faults. 

For instance. When you've 
accumulated six points, you'll be 
notified and urged to improve 
your dniving. 

When you've got nine, you'll prob- 
ably be asked to attend a pnvate 
interview and re-do your dnving 
test. 

At fifteen points, you'll lose your 
licence for thirty days and drop 
back to seven points. Get fifteen 
again and you won't dnve for 

six months. 


However, your record won't be 


indelibly marked. If you drive for 
two years without a traffic con- 
viction your points are erased and 
your slate is clean.

BEEF PRICES TO DROP 


The recently announced 
federal government subsidy on 
Canadian beef will cause re- 
tail beef prices to drop |5 to 
20 cents a pound in a week or 
two. 

Agriculture Minister Eugene 
Whelan announced that the 
government will pay seven cents 
a pound on Canadian cattle for 
Canadian consumption. The 
subsidy is designed to provide 
adequate income to farmers and 
to permit Canadian farmers to 
compete with prices on U.S. 
beef that has glutted the 
Canadian market. 

Since the announcement of 
the original subsidy, the min- 

ister has said that the federal 
government will raise the 


amount to nine cents from seven 
cents a pound to protect Can- 
adian beef farmers.
